Proposed 
tax hike 
at 5% 


O Typical household could see a tax increase of $78 
for 20110 Final tax rate to be set in the spring 


Edmontonians could have been staring 
down the barrel of an 8.5 per cent tax 
hike, but if the mayor and some council¬ 
lors get their way, there could be no 
increase at all. Council was presented 
with the proposed 2011 operating budget 
yesterday and administration is 
suggesting a five per cent tax increase. 

Three per cent would go towards civic 
services and two per cent would go 
towards the Neighbourhood Renewal 
Funding Program. 

While a five per cent increase comes 
with considerable cost reductions, Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said there are still oppor¬ 
tunities to trim more fat. 

“Depending on what council wants to 
do, there are definitely opportunities to 
reduce the tax increase to a different lev¬ 
el,” he said. 

“I think it can be as low as three per 
cent.”

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Oregon drops

Oregon has dropped its 
lawsuit against a Calgary 
mother who spent more 
than two years trying to 
wrest control of her son 
back from the state’s fos¬ 
ter system. 

“I feel that I have been 
vindicated somewhat and 
I feel that the path has 
been made a little 
smoother for me to help 
my family get some clo¬ 
sure and move forward 
and have a better life,” 
Lisa Kirlcman said outside 
Calgaiy provincial court. 

The northwestern state 
had been demanding 
since September that Kirlc- 
man reimburse it $7,500 
for the cost of keeping her 
son Noah while she was 
fighting to get him back 
through the courts. 

Noah was 10 when he 
was seized in 2008 during 
a summer spent in Oregon 
visiting his stepfather, 
who wasn’t considered a 
legal guardian. 

The boy had been 
stopped several times by 
police for riding his bike 
without a helmet and 
playing in areas he 
shouldn’t have been. Offi¬ 
cials said they became 
concerned when they dis¬ 
covered he had social serv-

Butts still a large part of 
downtown litter: Audit

Nearly 48,000 fewer ciga¬ 
rette butts were found in 
the same 123 sites a year 
after the city’s 2009 litter 
audit. 

But while the results 
look promising to the Cap¬ 
ital City Clean Up cam¬ 
paign, the 70,000 cigarette 
butts recorded and dis¬ 
posed of are still around 
10,000 more than in 2007, 
the audit’s first year. 

After reading over the 
results of the first audit 
back in 2007, the city tar¬ 
geted discarded cigarette 
butts, the leading offender 
in small litter. Five hun¬ 
dred Steel cylinder ash¬ 
trays were placed on lamp 
posts and bus signs around 
the city, while adjoining 
signs reminded citizens of 
the $250 fine for littering, 
including cigarette butts.

Navy helicopters shuttled 
in supplies yesterday to 
4,500 passengers and crew 
members expected to re¬ 
main stranded on a dis¬ 
abled cruise ship off the 
coast of Mexico at least un¬ 
til tonight. 

Mexican seagoing tug¬ 
boats were expected to 
reach the Carnival Splen¬ 
dor yesterday afternoon to 
begin the slow process of 
towing it to the Mexican 
port of Ensanada. 

Passengers will be 
bused back to California 
from there. 

The ship, which left 
from Long Beach on Sun¬ 
day, was 320 kilometres 
south of San Diego when 
an engine room fire cut its 
power early Monday, ac¬ 
cording to a statement 
from Miami-based Carni¬ 


val Cruise Lines. It began 
drifting off the coast 
of northern Baja Califor¬ 
nia. 

The 3,299 passengers 
and 1,167 crew members 
were not hurt but the 290- 


metre ship had no air con¬ 
ditioning, hot water or 
telephone service. 

It was also out of mobile 
phone range, preventing 
families from communi¬ 
cating with their loved 


ones. 

Bottled water and cold 
food were provided, and 
the ship’s auxiliary power 
allowed for toilets and cold 
running water.

Bedi and his Ice¬ 
landic girlfriend, Helga 
Invarsdottir, now face 
charges in what police say 
was an elaborate scam, The 
Wall Street Journal report¬ 
ed.

Another 
cancer faker 
pleads 
guilty 


Another Ontario communi¬ 
ty is asking how someone 
could fake cancer for 
personal gain after a young 
woman pleaded guilty yes¬ 
terday to defrauding her 
workplace of thousands of 
dollars with fictitious tales 
of terminal illness. 

Jessica Ann Leeder plead¬ 
ed guilty to fraud over 
$5,000 at a court 
appearance in Timmins 
that was intended to be a 
bail hearing, making her 
the second young Ontario 
woman within a week to 
admit to faking cancer and 
collecting donations. 

The case has made 
waves in this northern On¬ 
tario city. Some people said 
they couldn’t believe a lo¬ 
cal woman was charged in 
a cancer scam so soon after 
Ashley Kirilow of Burling¬ 
ton, Ont., pleaded guilty to 
a similar, but unrelated, 
ruse.

He said he had traced the 
virus to a hard-drive hidden 
in Honduras and that his 
uncle, an Indian army offi¬ 
cer, had flown there to re¬ 
trieve it. 

However outlandish, the 
story appears to have con¬ 
vinced Davidson. He began 
paying Bedi and Invarsdot¬ 
tir for around-the-clock pro¬ 
tection, most of it virtual. 
The reported price tag for 
these services was $160,000 
US per month.

Italy is rich in ancient won¬ 
ders, but the real wonder 
may be that so many are 
still standing given the 
poor care they get. 

The collapse in Pompeii 
last week of a frescoed 
house where gladiators pre¬ 
pared for combat was the 
latest archaeological acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen. 

The structure was a 
piece of storied past that 
had survived the furious 
explosion of Vesuvius in 79 
A.D. — but apparently 
could not withstand mod¬ 
ern-day neglect. 

“We’re stunned when 
some walls fall down. But 
these are mins not system¬ 
atically maintained, so the 
miracle is that so few of 
them collapse,” said An¬ 
drea Carandini, a world- 
renowned archaeologist 
who leads a panel of profes¬ 
sional consultants in the 
Cultural Ministry. 

Last spring, a huge seg¬ 
ment of the now under¬ 
ground complex of Nero’s 
fabled Golden Palace in 
Rome gave way and a cou¬ 
ple of months ago, three 
chunks of mortar broke off

While the ancient Ro¬ 
man arena of gladiator bat¬ 
tles and other spectacles 
has survived earthquakes, 
lightning strikes and pillag¬ 
ing, architects and engi¬ 
neers still fret about the 
architectural marvel, erod¬ 
ed by pollution, rattled by 
subway cars mnning near¬ 
by, and still suffering from 
centuries of poor drainage. 

But topping experts’ list 
of potential perils is the 
Palatine Hill. For years, ar¬ 
chaeologists and structural 


engineers have been issu¬ 
ing alarms that the struc¬ 
ture is at risk of collapse 
because of poor upkeep 

Fissures are apparent in 
brickwork, and rainwater 
seeps through stone, forc¬ 
ing the closure of much of 
the hill’s expanse to 
tourists. 

Pompeii’s gladiator bar¬ 
racks along the doomed 
city’s main street joined a 
list of other recent victims 
of neglect in the sprawling 
remains that were once 
buried under the volcanic 
ash of Vesuvius’ wrath. 

Among the more noted 
casualties was the collapse 
in January of the House of 
the Chaste Lovers, which 
was excavated in 1987, a 
relatively recent addition 
for the three million 
tourists who tread the Pom¬ 
peii’s stone paths each 
year. 

Lovers of antiquities in 
Italy have long bemoaned 
the chronic shortage of 
funding — relative crumbs 
in the national budget pie 
— for routine maintenance 
of the country’s many 
treasures, the associated press

Italy’s Cultural Ministry, 
whose duties include car¬ 
ing for and repairing an¬ 
cient monuments and 
artworks, gets a mere 0.18 
per cent of the national 
budget, compared to

It’s a startling contrast 
for a nation that boasts the 
world’s highest number of 
ruins, churches and other 
artistic and architectural 
treasures — helping to 
make tourism one of 
Italy’s biggest industries. 


Ironically, experts de¬ 
scribe Italy as being “in the 
avant-garde for programs 
of prevention, for pin¬

The home is registered 
to Huei Hann Pan and 
Bich-Ha Pan, who bought 
the house in 2004. 

“It is not known at this 
time how entry was made 
into the residence, nor 
the motive for this violent 
crime,” Det. Const. Kevin 
McCloskey told reporters 
at the scene, reading from 
a prepared statement.

Canada’s lakes and rivers 
are awash in harmful con¬ 
taminants, but new docu¬ 
ments warn the federal 
government’s murky un¬ 
derstanding of the 
problem is putting the 
countiy at risk. 

Senior bureaucrats 
reached that conclusion 
in a pair of internal 
reports on contaminants 
and excess nutrients in 
freshwater. The officials 
warned Ottawa needs to 
know much more about 
the contaminants before 
it can tell how dangerous 
they are, what happens 
when they mix together, 
or where to focus cleanup 
efforts. 

“There are significant 


gaps in the understanding 
of contaminants in 
groundwater in several ar¬ 
eas, which hinder the ad¬ 
vancement of effective 
risk assessment and man¬ 
agement activities,” says 
one of the reports. 

One report looked at 
contaminants in freshwa¬ 
ter. The other was on ex¬ 
cess nutrients, such as 
phosphorus and nitrogen, 


that cause toxic algae 
blooms. Giant floating 
fields of algae have taken 
over swaths of the Great 
Lakes, Lake Winnipeg and 
many other lakes across 
the countiy in recent 
years. The algae sucks oxy¬ 
gen from the water and 
produces toxins that are 
harmful to fish, humans 
and other living things.

Hollywood’s role 
in the war machine 


O Expert says images we have of combat and camaraderie come from 
movies © History shows alliance between film industry and government

When honouring the fall¬ 
en this Remembrance Day, 
don’t be shocked if gung- 
ho images of a Hollywood 
war movie spring to mind. 

“A lot of the images that 
we have of effective com¬ 
bat or camaraderie estab¬ 
lished during the war ... 
come from the cinema,” 
said University of Toronto 
cinema studies director 
Charlie Keil. “There was a 
direct alliance between the 
film industry and the gov¬ 
ernment.” 


When the Office of War 
Information formed in 
1942, Hollywood coordi¬ 
nated with the govern¬ 
ment department in order 
to keep a struggling film 
industiy afloat by record¬ 
ing and propagating the 
Second World War. As 
such, rallying movies like 
Bataan (1943) or the 
Howard Hawlcs-directed 
hit Air Force (1943) popu¬ 
larized images of heroic 
GIs fighting the good fight. 

“The war wasn’t fought 
on American soil,” ex¬ 
plained Keil. “So it was 
necessaiy to really show 


the Americans what they 
were fighting for.” 

Hollywood’s role 

doesn’t end there. Histoiy 
is full of anti-war films like 
All Quiet on the Western 
Front and Apocalypse 
Now. But interestingly, 
these “message” movies 
were produced during 
peacetime. 

“When it’s clear that it’s 
necessaiy to support the 
war, there are supporting- 
the-forces films,” said Keil. 
“When there’s some dis¬ 
tance from the war, there 
tend to be pacifist films.” 

Which cinematic exam¬ 


ple best tributes the brave 
soldier is debatable, but 
Keil suggests that Jean 
Renoir’s The Grand Illu¬ 
sion (1937) perhaps fitting¬ 
ly captures the complexity 
of memorializing war. 

“It doesn’t engage in 
easy ‘us-versus-them’ di¬ 
chotomies,” said Keil of 
Renoir’s drama about the 
commonality between 
prisoners of war and their 
captors. “It’s more about 
(our) frailties and, in a way, 
we decide from our per¬ 
spective who the enemy is 
and who the heroes are.”

Can the unseen injuries suffered 
by soldiers during war be cured? 

©a' new documentary explores how post-traumatic stress disorder affects war veterans 


“I am not so well. I am 
clear off the hooks,” wrote 
a soldier who, discharged 
from the army as unfit to 
serve, would soon turn vio¬ 
lent and kill himself. The 
year was 1864 for this Civil 
War veteran. 

It would take more than 
a century for post-traumat¬ 
ic stress disorder (PTSD) to 


be recognized as a medical 
condition and to be ac¬ 
knowledged by the U.S. 
militaiy as a fact of life. 

A new HBO documen- 
taiy, Wartorn: 1861-2010, 
charts this heartbreaking 
story, from the U.S. inva¬ 
sion of Iraq all the way 
back to the Civil War, 
whose veterans, according 


to the film, accounted for 
more than half the pa¬ 
tients in mental institu¬ 
tions of that era. 

James Gandolfini is an 
executive producer of 
Wartorn, which premieres 
tomorrow night. “We 
should be aware of what’s 
happening,” said Gandolfi¬ 
ni. “Unless people start 


thinking about it... it’s not 
going to stop.” 

Gen. Peter Chiarelli, 
vice chief of staff of the 
U.S. Army, is working to 
change attitudes toward 
PTSD. But he concedes that 
resistance continues from 
within the militaiy. 

“You’re fighting a cul¬ 
ture ... that doesn’t believe 


that injuries you can’t see 
can be as serious as those 
injuries you can see,” he 
tells Gandolfini. 

Gandolfini says Wartorn 
won’t change the world, 
but, it will have an impact. 
“There will be individuals 
who will learn things from 
it, so that’s enough.”

More than 30 years after 
first mounting their cele¬ 
brated stage production of 
Billy Bishop Goes to War, 
Eric Peterson says he and 
musical accompanist John 
Gray have lost none of 
their ardour for the war 
hero’s tale as they bring it 
to the small screen for a 
special Remembrance Day 
broadcast. 

If anything, Peterson 
says the aging artists have 
more enthusiasm for the 
play than ever, noting they 
relished the packed pro¬ 
duction schedule they took 
on during recent stage per¬ 
formances. 

“John and I do eight per¬ 
formances a week when 
we’re on stage and when 
we were younger we said, 
‘No, no, no, it’s too much! I 
can only do six, I can’t do 
two shows in a day!” says 
the 64-year-old Peterson, 
who wrote the play with 
Gray.. 

“And here we are, three 
times as old, going, ‘Oh, 
yeah, we’ll do the eight 
shows.’ But with eight 
shows a week, you are on 


the edge of your physical 
(capacity), at least for me. It 
is a lot.” 

On Wednesday, Peterson 
and Gray star in an hour- 
long televised version of 
their award-winning pro¬ 
duction, shot over two 
weeks in a CBC studio 
stocked with props from 
their numerous live per¬ 
formances. 

In this incarnation, the 
First World War ace from 
Owen Sound, Ont., is near 
the end of his life, recalling 
a storied battle career as he 
sits in his pyjamas in a rel¬ 
ic-filled attic. As in the 
stage production, Peterson 
takes on a myriad of char¬ 
acters as Bishop recounts 
his airborne exploits, while 
Gray reprises his role as pi¬ 
anist and narrator. 

Peterson says the play is 
as relevant today as ever, if 
not more so. 

“This is the first time 
we’ve ever done the play 
in 30 years that we’ve 
been doing it that our 
country has been at war,” 
he says.

Conan O’Brien relaunched 
his TV career on Monday 
night with a stylishly back- 
to-basics hour that radiat¬ 
ed hard-won lessons from 
his brief stay hosting The 
Tonight Show. 

With his new TBS show 
titled simply Conan, 
O’Brien seemed appealing¬ 
ly stoked yet comfortable 
in his new home at 11 p.m. 
ET and on basic cable, orig¬ 
inating from a sleek, cozy 
set with a full moon poised 
on a seaside backdrop. 

If there were very few 
surprises on the premiere, 
well, how could there have 
been after the incessant 
online hype and all the 
press attention showered 
on his much-anticipated 
return? Besides, O’Brien 
was back with his long¬ 
time sidekick Andy 
Richter and most of his 
trusty house band mem¬ 
bers, now led by Jimmy 
Vivino (and renamed The 
Basic Cable Band). 

Even O’Brien’s post- 


Tonight Show beard seems 
familiar by now. 

But what’s important is, 
the show lived up to its 
promises. As promised, it 
was looser, quirkier, more 
like Late Night, where 
O’Brien thrived for nearly 
16 years, than the main¬ 


stream Tonight Show, 
where he didn’t. 

Conan opened with a 
funny look back at 
O’Brien’s tumultuous year 
after he refused NBC’s bid 
to move Tonight to 12:05 
a.m. 

He was mowed down by 


machine-gun-toting NBC 
hit men at a security 
booth, a la Sonny Corleone 
in The Godfather. He ap¬ 
plied for a job in advertis¬ 
ing and was turned down 
by Don Draper (Mad Men 
star Jon Hamm), who 
brusquely reminded him, 


“It’s 1965 — and you’re 
two years old.” From be¬ 
hind the counter at a Burg¬ 
er King, he reminisced to 
an impatient customer 
about his talk-show past. 

Likewise, his mono¬ 
logue mined laughs from 
recent history, which 
found him leaving Tonight 
in Januaiy after just eight 
months, with Jay Leno re¬ 
claiming the host chair. 

O’Brien welcomed view¬ 
ers to his “second annual 
first show” and explained 
why he named the new 
show Conan: “So I’d be 
harder to replace.” 

He acknowledged that 
“it’s not easy doing a late- 
night show on a channel 
without a lot of money 
and that viewers have 
trouble finding. So that’s 
why I left NBC.” 

He boasted that his new 
show is already scoring “in 
TBS’ key demographic: 
people who can’t afford 
HBO.” 

And he insisted, “I’ve 


dreamed of being a talk- 
show host on basic cable 
ever since I was 46.” He’s 
now 47. 

O’Brien rocked out, 
singing and playing guitar 
alongside his musical 
guest, Jack White. 

Before that, his first 
couch guest was Seth Ro- 
gen, who had a lot to say 
about marijuana and could 
have used some to calm 
down. 

Then O’Brien greeted 
Glee star Lea Michele, who 
made a slightly more en¬ 
gaging appearance. 

He asked her about GQ 
magazine’s racy layout of 
Glee cast members. Then, 
for Glee fans who were of¬ 
fended by the high-school- 
themed photos, the 
ever-self-deprecating 
O’Brien offered a way to 
make the steamy photo of 
Michele seem less hot: In¬ 
sert a vintage image of 
him from high school be¬ 
side her in the shot.

metres northeast of Cal¬ 
gary, Drumheller has 
gone from booming coal 
town in the 1920s to a 
tourist draw that lures 
about 400,000 visitors a 
year to see dinosaur 
bones and hoodoos (the 
rock chimneys left by ero¬ 
sion in the bandlands). 

Whether it’s the Royal 
Tyrrell Museum of 
Palaeontology, stunning 
Horseshoe Canyon, just a 
few kilometres from the 
town of about 6,500, or 
Fred and Barney’s Family 
Restaurant, you are hard 
pressed in Drumheller to 


avoid anything dinosaur. 

Murals of long dead di¬ 
nosaurs adorn the sides of 
many town businesses 
and there are literally 
dozens of dinosaur stat¬ 
ues, both large and small. 

The nearby Badlands 
are one of the few areas in 
the world where sedimen¬ 
tary layers from earlier 
geological periods have 
been scraped off by natu¬ 
ral processes, exposing a 
rich deposit of animal and 
plant fossils and even 
complete dinosaur skele¬ 
tons. 

Some 25 species of di¬ 


nosaurs have been discov¬ 
ered since 1884 when 
Joseph Burr Tyrrell, the 
Museum’s namesake, dis¬ 
covered the first Alber¬ 
to saurus skull. 

The Royal Tyrrell, 
which opened in 1985, is 
arguably the tourism cen¬ 
trepiece in the region 
and is celebrating its 
25th anniversary this 
year. 

It features ten signa¬ 
ture galleries devoted to 
paleontology, with 40 di¬ 
nosaur skeletons and 
more than 130,000 fossil 
specimens and takes up 



11,000 square metres. 

The museum opened 
September 25, 1985 and 
was given “Royal” status 
by the Queen in 1990. 

“People call us the hub 
of tourism in the area,” 
said Leanna Mohan, mar¬ 
keting director for the 
Royal Tyrrell. 

“I would think that 
there are very few places 
in the world where we 
haven’t had visitors 
from,” she said.

Slci resorts say snow 
trumps the economy when 
vacationers decide 

whether or not to head to 
the mountains. 

With economists saying 
the recession is over, 
Colorado ski areas now 
hope a hard-to-predict La 
Nina weather pattern can 
bring enough snow to 
make up for a warm start 
to October, despite some 
forecasts predicting other¬ 
wise. 

La Nina could mean a 
warmer, drier winter than 
normal for Colorado but a 
colder, wetter season for 
the Pacific Northwest, says 
Mike Halpert, deputy di¬ 
rector of the U.S. National 
Weather Service’s Climate 
Prediction Center. 

Though there’s still a 
chance of Colorado having 
a snowy winter, “the sweet 
spot will be further north 
into the Rockies,” Halpert 
says. 

“If I was looking to go 
skiing, I’d be looking fur¬ 
ther north than Colorado.” 

Melanie Mills, president 
and chief executive officer 
of the trade group Col¬ 
orado Ski Countiy USA, is 


still hopeful for snow 
across much of the state in 
the heart of winter when 
more people want to ski, 
and not just the early and 
late season, like last win¬ 
ter. 


Last season, overall 
snowfall was 26 per cent 
below the 10-year average. 

“With a better snow 
year, we think visits will 
tick up,” she says. 

Last season, Loveland 


Ski Area started running 
its first lift Oct. 7. This 
year, the first lift didn’t 
open until Oct. 24, but un¬ 
like in past years, even 
runs that weren’t open yet 
were covered in fresh 


snow. 

The uncertain snow 
forecast start didn’t bother 
Visanu Tongwarin of Plain- 
field, Ill., who bought a 
pass that allows for unlim¬ 
ited skiing at Vail this year. 


The 35-year-old golf pro¬ 
fessional says he hopes to 
ski a dozen times this win¬ 
ter. He says he fell in love 
with the sport while visit¬ 
ing Vail last year.

All his life, Leonard John¬ 
son dreamed of only one 
thing: driving a race car.

The experience was a 
surprise gift from his 
kids. 

“From the time I was 
old enough to understand 
what he was saying — all 


he was saying was ‘I want 
to drive a race car,”’ re¬ 
calls his son Michael John¬ 
son, who travelled with 
his wife Jo from Ohio to 
share the experience. 

When the longtime 
racing enthusiast learned 
he was getting the driving 
experience as a gift, he re¬ 
portedly burst into tears. 
It's not the first time that 


the staff at RPDE have 
come across this. 

“A few times a year we 
may get someone who is 
overcome with joy at the 
track,” says Chris McKee, 
RPDE marketing director. 

“It really is the thrill of 
a lifetime.” 

The idea was born in 
Australia almost 20 years

Little white lies have no 
place on your resume, al¬ 
though a new poll shows 
some people are no 
strangers to stretching the 
truth. 

A recent ADP 
BaclcCheck poll has found 
that one-in-three people 
report knowing someone 
who has lied on their re¬ 
sume and three-out-of- 
five people polled have 
gotten a job without hav¬ 
ing their references 
checked. 

The poll results suggest 
resume fibbing is certain¬ 


ly not as rare an occur¬ 
rence as employers might 
hope suggesting more em¬ 
ployers need to be vigilant 
about confirming details 
of a potential hire’s back¬ 
ground or else suffer the 
potential consequences. 

“Employers think pre¬ 
employment screening 
takes a lot of time but it 
doesn’t have to. The cost 
of a bad hire in Canada is 
generally one-to-three 
times their annual salary,

so it can be really costly to 
an employer,” said Mark 
Kohler, a director at ADP 
Canada. 

In the poll, lying about 
previous pay or compen¬ 
sation led the way with 27 
per cent of people saying 
they thought it was OK to 
do on a resume.

Twelve per 
cent of people polled even 
suggested lying about edu¬ 
cation or credentials was 
fine as well. 

“People want to put 
themselves in a better 
light and many believe 
that stretching the truth 
won’t do any harm — but 
it often will,” Kohler said. 

Besides getting fired or 
demoted once you’re dis¬ 
covered, your fibbing 
could make it harder to 
get a job in the same in¬ 
dustry if your previous 
employer spreads the 
word about you to other 
employers. 

If you’re even slightly 
tempted to lie or misrep¬ 
resent details on your re¬ 
sume, don’t — instead, 
focus on highlighting the 
value of the skills you do 
have and why they make 
you a great hire. Doing so 
will not only prevent awk¬ 
ward workplace situations 


RESUME QUICK TIPS 

What 
not to do 

Things to avoid when 
crafting your resume: 

1) Don’t exaggerate 

your abilities in a 
language.

2) Don’t stretch dates 
for jobs you had or lie

3) Don’t lie about skills 
and credentials. You will 
eventually get found out 
and in some jobs not hav¬ 
ing a vital skill can even 
be dangerous.

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LOOSE UPS CAN SINK 
EMPLOYER’S CASE 


A s a recent 
case 

illustrates, 
advice often 
given in the 
schoolyard al¬ 
so applies in the 
workplace. 

In 1988, Jackie 
Dawydiuk commenced 
employment as a clerk 
with the Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration of British 
Columbia. She was a 
model employee. With 
her strong work ethic, 
she worked her way up 
the corporate ladder. 

In 2003, Dawydiuk left 
work weeks before she 
was scheduled to start a 
new senior management 
position. During her ab¬ 
sence, her supervisor of 
only one month, Richard 
Rees, advised her that her 
new position had been 
eliminated and that, 
instead, ICBC was 
offering her a position as 
regional manager. 
Dawydiuk did not 
respond to Rees’ offer in a 
timely manner and was 
fired. She later sued ICBC 
for wrongful dismissal. 

During the course of 
the lawsuit, a human re¬ 
sources report prepared 
by Rees describing the cir¬ 
cumstances of 
Dawydiuk’s termination 



surfaced. The report, 
which was circulated to 
members of ICBC’s HR 
team, Dawydiuk’s superi¬ 
ors and another ICBC em¬ 
ployee, indicated that her 
performance was 
inadequate, that she was 
not re-hireable, and that 
her rating was unsatisfac¬ 
tory. The report quickly 
became the focus of 
Dawydiuk’s lawsuit. 

At trial, the court 
found Rees’ report “mis¬ 
leading” and stated that it 
reflected “a lack of decen¬ 
cy and fairness on ICBC’s 
part towards its former 
employee.” 

ICBC argued that even 
if Rees was careless in 
forming his belief about 
Dawydiuk, it reflected his 
honest belief and he had 
duty to communicate it to 
the recipients. The court 
agreed with ICBC. How¬ 


ever, it found that Rees 
was offside for having cir¬ 
culated the report to the 
other ICBC employee. 
Consequently, ICBC was 
held responsible for the 
damage to Dawydiuk’s 
reputation. 

Courts are becoming 
increasingly sensitive to 
claims for defamation 
based on statements that 
lead to a loss of 
reputation at work. Since 
both employees and em¬ 
ployers can be held 
responsible for their 
loose lips, they should 
carefully consider 
making statements, writ¬ 
ten or oral, that can be 
viewed as untrue or mis¬ 
leading. Without a legal, 
social or moral 
requirement to make or 
publish personal 
comments, sometimes 
it’s just safest to refrain.

The Hurricanes won their 
third consecutive game at 
the RBC Center, routing the 
Edmonton Oilers 7-1 last 
night. The Hurricanes, shut 
out in their first two home 
games, have scored 17 goals 
in Raleigh since then. 

“It’s been really fun with 
some of the bounces we’ve 
got,” said rookie forward Jeff 
Skinner, who had a goal and 
two assists against Edmon¬ 
ton. “But at the same time, 
we’ve earned our bounces. 
We had to work hard for 
them. When things go well, 


it’s nice.” 

The good feelings for the 
home team came early and 
often — the Hurricanes 
scored twice in the first 75 
seconds and four times in 
the first seven-and-a-half 
minutes. Edmonton goalie 
Nikolai Khabibulin was 
pulled after facing just eight 
shots. 

Joe Corvo scored two 
power-play goals for the 
struggling unit, and Eric 
Staal had four assists for 
Carolina. A revamped power 
play gave Carolina an early 
lift against Edmonton, as 
the Hurricanes scored on 
three of their first four 
chances after entering the 
game in an 8-for-66 slump.

WHITNEY 
A LUCKY 
STROKE 


Thank the hockey gods for Ryan Whitney if 
you're an Edmonton Oilers fan. 


] - ust to refresh, Whitney was tied for 
ninth in points by NHL defencemen 
with 10 heading into the team’s 
game yesterday with Carolina and 
tied for first among all Oilers. As for 
orkload, try fifth in the league at near¬ 
ly 26 minutes per game. If he hadn’t de¬ 
cided he’d had enough of Detroit’s Brad 
Stuart last Friday and received a two and 
a 10 for starting that fight five minutes 
before the second stanza ended, his 
minutes-per-game would be higher. 

Those are the kinds of numbers Oilers 
fans haven’t seen since Chris Pronger 
bolted town in 2006. 

The 27-year-old Whitney is an inter¬ 
esting case: Lots of promise, but the re¬ 
cipient of little patience. The fifth overall 
choice by Pittsburgh in 2002 was the 
Penguins’ golden boy not long after the 
lockout. Sidney Crosby he was not, but 
the heir apparent to Sergei Gonchar on 
the blue-line he was. His 59 points in 
2006-07 placed him sixth among NHL de¬ 
fencemen and tied with Pronger himself, 
a Cup winner with Anaheim that season. 

But Whitney’s points total fell the 
next two seasons, as did his reputation. 
He became known as an offence-only 
guy, one whose star was fading. A foot in¬ 
jury took its toll and Whitney was 
shipped from Pittsburgh to Anaheim for 
plugger (now over-his-head top-liner) 


Chris Kunitz and prospect Eric Tangradi 
at the 2006 trade deadline. He then 
made his way to your Oilers at last sea¬ 
son’s deadline for D-man Lubomir Vis- 
novsky — who costs $1.3 million more 
on the cap and is seven years older. 

But enough about the past. Back to 
what Whitney’s been doing lately. 

Whitney has more power-play and 
even-strength time on ice than only one 
other; Tom Gilbert’s two more seconds 
per game shorthanded is the only thing 
keeping Whitney from a clean sweep in 
the TOI categories. 

And while Whitney isn’t a physical 
guy, he gets dirty, and only Gilbert has 
more blocked shots. 

Takeaways? He’s tied for the team 
lead among defencemen. And while he 
leads all Oilers in giveaways, that’s what 
happens when you’re a puclc- 
carrier/mover. Just ask reigning Norris 
Trophy-winner Duncan Keith, or Evgeni 
Malkin, or any of the other 18 players 
around the league who’ve given the 
puck away more often. 

While Whitney isn’t perfect, he’s do¬ 
ing what he can — playing a strong of¬ 
fensive game, logging a lot of minutes 
and performing as well as anyone would 
have expected defensively. 

He’s been the bright spot early on in 
this “Season of the Rookies.”

Billed as a “magical morn¬ 
ing,” Rodeo Magic is a local 
program that brings the full 
rodeo experience to chil¬ 
dren with special needs. 

“You should see the 
smiles on their faces,” says 
Sandra Pysklywyc, public re¬ 
lations manager for North¬ 
lands. “They get their little 
cowboy hats and they come 
out and see the arena and 
they have a great time.” 

Now in its 15th year, 
Rodeo Magic pairs real life 
cowboys and cowgirls with 
children, and provides them 
with the opportunity to 
compete in a series of au¬ 
thentic rodeo events, includ¬ 
ing rope tying, bronco 
riding, stick horse racing, 
and horseback rides.

Rodeo Magic was devel¬ 
oped in conjunction with 
Unifarm to work with the 
community and open up 
the rodeo to children who 
may not otherwise get the 
opportunity. 

Northlands welcomes 
qualified schools each year, 
inviting both the children 
and their chaperones to be¬ 
come “Rodeo Stars” for the 
day. 

The event is staffed by a 
dedicated team of volun¬ 
teers and professional 
sports people, who often en¬ 
joy themselves as much as 
the younger participants.

O Rodeo guidelines can be just as 
intricate as any mainstream sport

It may involve saddles in¬ 
stead of pucks, but the 
rodeo maintains its own set 
of rules that are just as im¬ 
portant as any set of hockey 
guidelines. 

“We’re like any other pro¬ 
fessional sport,” says Jim Pip- 
polo, general manager of the 
Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association. “You have to 
have rules because whether 
you’re a hockey player or 
not, people tiy to push the 
rules and gain advantage 
over another player, and 
that’s why they’re in place.” 

The CPRA was estab¬ 
lished in 1948, after a group 
of promoters, rodeo stock 
contractors and contestants 
banded together to demand 
fair pay. 

Tired of the meager com¬ 
pensation they were receiv¬ 
ing to compete, the 
association ensured that 
winners would take home a 
fair chunk of change. 

Because the stakes sud¬ 
denly became higher, a se¬ 
ries of rules were outlined to 
ensure fair play both in and 
out of the arena. 

“In the heat of battles 
things get said, guys get up¬ 
set,” Pippolo says. “This 
sport, like many, is judged. 
Judging is an opinion and 
not eveiybody likes some¬ 
one’s opinion. But these 
guys are in the public eye, so 
they’re expected to carry 
themselves in a professional 
manner.” 

Some of the rules include 
penalties and disqualifica¬ 
tions for poor form, forget¬ 
ting a key component 
during competition, or argu¬ 
ing with the judges. 

But most im¬ 
portant, says Pip- 
polo, the rules 
ensure livestock 


“If the livestock 
isn’t good, the 
competition isn’t 
good either. The 
animals have to 
buck, the animals 
have to run,and 
the animals they 
use to ride have to 
be in tip-top shape 
or they just don’t 
perform.”

Cash cow 


Just how big are the 
stakes in the profes¬ 
sional rodeo circuit? 
Much bigger than you 
can even imagine. A 
typical first place slot 
can net a winner up to 
$11,000 for just one 
night of competition. 
Fifth place can be 
worth up to $1,200, 
with second to fourth 
place ranging any¬ 
where in between. But 
it’s just as easy to lose 
over a tiny penalty. 
“You break a rule and 
it’s not on purpose, 
but maybe it’s some¬ 
thing you forget to do, 
or a weak move during 
a run or ride and it can 
cost you first place,” 
Pippolo says.

Prepare to be startled. And 
prepare to forget about the 
previous-generation Kia 
Magentis that was about as 
anonymous as a sedan 
could be. 

As with the recently re¬ 
leased Sorento and 
Sportage wagons, plus 
2010’s Forte Koup coupe 
and boxy Soul, the new Op¬ 
tima (the Magentis adopts 
the U.S. name) is a visual 
shot to the solar plexus, 
but not in any outrageous 
way. Kia has simply elevat¬ 
ed the styling to a new 
artistic high from which 
the competition could 
learn a thing or three. 

Kia uses the latest 
Hyundai Sonata platform 
(Kia is part of the Hyundai 
family) as its starting 
point and then adds its 


own special sheetmetal to 
make the Optima just 
about the sleekest sedan 
on the road. 

The spit and polish ex¬ 
tends to the passenger 
compartment with an at¬ 
tractive display panel that’s 
angled toward the driver, 
but not so much as to de¬ 
prive anyone seated in the 
shotgun position from ac¬ 
cess to the communica¬ 
tions and audio controls. 

The Optima’s larger in¬ 


terior — in part created by 
a 7.5-centimetre gain in 
distance between the front 
and rear wheels — helps 
provide greater rear-seat 
space. Wider doors also 
make for easier back-seat 
entry and exit. 

Also increased are the 
outputs of the base and op¬ 
tional powerplants, which 
mirror those of the Sonata. 
The starting point is a 2.4- 
litre four-cylinder that pro¬ 
vides 200 horsepower and 


186 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s a gain of 25 horse¬ 
power and 17 pound-feet 
over the outgoing engine 
of equal displacement. 

Later in the model year, 
you’ll be able to order your 
Optima with a fuel-saving 
gasoline-electric hybrid sys¬ 
tem that matches a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder with a 30-kilo- 
watt electric motor to 
make 209 net horsepower. 

Options include a 
panoramic sunroof, navi¬ 
gation system with backup 
camera plus heated and 
cooled front seats. 

The Optima arrives later 
this year with an estimat¬ 
ed $22,000 base price, al¬ 
though a low price point is 
no longer the predomi¬ 
nant reason to look at this 
Korean brand. Quite the 
opposite. Love the style 
and be surprised at how 
little it will cost you to get 
behind the wheel.

What owners like 

Interior and exterior 
styling, performance and 
handling were all highly 
rated by Fusion’s owners. 
Ease of entry and exit, pre¬ 
mium interior trim and 
generous storage levels 
were also highly rated. 

What owners hate 

On four-cylinder, manual- 
equipped models, per¬ 
formance is said to be 
“adequate" at best. Other 


complaints of the Fusion 
are pleasantly limited. 
Owners and reviewers 
tend to agree that the Fu¬ 
sion seems a solid, well- 
sorted machine. 

Common issues 

On a test-drive, ensure all 
locks and door handles 
work as expected, both 
from inside and outside of 
the vehicle. Inspect the 
area around the sunroof (if 
equipped) for signs of rust 
or moisture damage, and 
ensure all in-cabin elec¬ 


tronics work as expected. 

Listen to the vehicle’s 
front-end for signs of 
clunking or clacking 
sounds, which could indi¬ 
cate a suspension problem. 
On a road test, expect a sol¬ 
id, comfortable ride that's 
a little on the stiff side, but 
be wary of unusual noises. 
Some Fusion owners com¬ 
plain that the ride can 


quickly degrade due to pre¬ 
mature wear of bushings, 
sway-bar links or struts. 

The verdict 

For shoppers after a sporty 
and unique sedan that 
doesn’t blend into the end¬ 
less sea of Camrys and Ac¬ 
cords, a well-priced and 
well-maintained Ford Fu¬ 
sion is worth a look.

► An AWD or 4 x 4 system will only do its thing when “under power," | 
often giving drivers a false sense of power in winter driving conditions. 




E veiy time I feel the 
need to discuss grip, 
I talk to Pierre 
Savoy, chief instruc¬ 
tor of the BMW Canada 
Winter Driving School. 

Pierre knows grip like 
Sponge Bob knows Crabby 
Patties. 

Pierre’s focus at this 
time of year, just before or 
during our first dumps of 
snow, is that people under¬ 
stand the limitations of 
their fancy, schmancy all¬ 
wheel-drive (AWD) and/or 
4x4 systems. 

“If the weather is bad — 
snow, sleet, ice — the 
AWD system will excel at 
putting that power down, 
because it does that with 
four wheels rather than 


two,” he says. 

“But this is where the 
problem starts. Since the 
system is so proficient at 
putting down power, the 
driver immediately gets a 
false sense of the real 
amount of grip that’s 
available for braking or 
steering.” 

This is why the first vehi¬ 
cle you see in a ditch on 
that first snowy day of the 
season is usually some kind 
of 4x4 or AWD vehicle. 

Accelerating over snow 
in a straight line makes 
them feel like Superman, 
but when it comes time to 
brake or steer they’re back 
to being regular Joes. 

Another way of appreci¬ 
ating this split personality 


of an AWD/4x4 system is to 
remember that it will only 
do its thing when “under 
power” — basically any 
time you touch the gas 
pedal (as you send power 
to all four wheels instead 
of two). 

Any other time, like 
when you’re entering a 


corner and moving 
through the corner to the 
point where you can accel¬ 
erate, your vehicle’s trac¬ 
tion is limited, like every 
one else on the road, to 
what your tires can pro¬ 
vide for that surface. 

Or as Pierre explains: “If 
you are at the tire’s physi¬ 


cal limit of grip, it doesn’t 
matter whether you have 
any of these (AWD or 4x4) 
systems or not. There is no 
way they can generate any 
more of something that no 
longer exists — grip.” 

He adds that the best 
technical feature that can 
help either a 2WD or 4WD 


vehicle get around a corner 
safely, especially when a 
vehicle approaches the 
physical limit of available 
grip, is weight distribution. 
The closer the vehicle is to 
a 50/50 front/baclc weight 
distribution, the better it 
will corner, and the more 
predictable it will be while 
cornering. 

Some of the more mod¬ 
ern AWD systems, which 
can move torque between 
the inside and outside tires 
when in a corner, can help 
stabilize a vehicle in a cor¬ 
ner, but again, acceleration 
needs to be present. 

Stability control systems 
also help stabilize vehicles 
in a corner, but like AWD 
systems, they are reac- 
tionaiy — they kick in only 
when you’ve already ex¬ 
ceeded your allotted 
amount of grip. 

They kick in faster than 
you can blink — no ques¬ 
tion they are amazing and 
work as advertised. 

But relying on them to 
tell you how fast to go 
through a corner is like us¬ 
ing a smoke detector to 
tell you when the lasagna 
is done.

Through telematics, auto¬ 
mobile owners can lock 
and unlock and even start 
their cars, all with their 
cell phones. Telematics 
empowers global position¬ 
ing satellite tracking for 
in-car navigation systems 
and even allows cars to 
communicate with the In¬ 
ternet to receive emails, 
download digital audio 
files and monitor tire pres¬ 
sure. And there's much 
more to come. 

Still very much in its in¬ 
fancy, the industiy is al¬ 
ready booming: Oyster 
Bay, N.Y.-based ABI Re¬ 
search estimates that the 
number of global telemat¬ 
ics users will explode to 
more than 211 million by 
the year 2015, from 37 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

Ford’s SYNC system, 
found in more than two 
million cars already, uses a 
Microsoft operating sys¬ 
tem to let drivers make 
telephone calls through 
their Bluetooth-wireless 
devices in conjunction 
with speakers and 


phones built into the car. 
SYNC also lets drivers use 
voice commands to oper¬ 
ate the car’s entertain¬ 
ment system. 

Audi’s multimedia in¬ 
terface, or MMI, navigation 
system goes even further, 
accessing the Google Earth 
mapping system to pro¬ 
vide shopping and dining 
recommendations. MMI 
comes complete with an 
integrated hard disk for 
navigation, phone and au¬ 
dio data, as well as a high- 
end graphics processor 
that can generate three-di¬ 
mensional images. 

OnStar, the Detroit- 
based General Motors sub¬ 
sidiary, has sent out more 
than 146,000 automatic 
crash notifications since 
1996, according to compa¬ 
ny statistics. 

“We’ve heard too many 
stories of innocent victims 
who lost their lives be¬ 
cause a high-speed car 
chase got out of control,” 
said OnStar president 
Chris Pruess. “With fea¬ 
tures like Stolen Vehicle 
Slowdown, it’s now possi¬ 
ble to eliminate that dan¬ 
gerous situation all 
together.” 

But as with any new 
technology, there are con¬ 
cerns. For one, the combi¬ 
nation of on-board 
computers 
and wire¬ 
less de¬ 


vices

opens up the very real pos¬ 
sibility of hacking. 

A study by researchers 
at the ETH Zurich science 
and technology university 
in Switzerland showed 
that hackers could use 
what are called “relay at¬ 
tacks” using signals sent 
between two wireless de¬ 
vices, one in proximity to a 
car and the other near its 
key. 

“The attack allowed us 
to open and start the cars 
without physically compro¬ 
mising the key or raising 
any suspicion of the own¬ 
er,” the researchers stated. 

A similar study by re¬ 
searchers at the University 
of South Carolina and New 
Jersey’s Rutgers University 
found that on-board com¬ 
puters were vulnerable to 
attack through the wire¬ 
less tire pressure monitor¬ 
ing systems. 

While these might seem 
like far-fetched scenarios, 
the more that on-board au¬ 
tomotive electronics access 
the Internet, the more vul¬ 
nerable information be¬ 
comes to unwanted parties. 

Then there’s the issue 
of privacy. The U.S. au¬ 
to-insurance 
industiy is 
leading 


push to use telematics de¬ 
vices to monitor drivers: 
where they drive, when 
they 


drive and how fast they 
drive. Insurer Progressive 
Corp.’s Snapshot plan con¬ 


nects a device to a car’s on¬ 
board diagnostic port that 
transmits speed, time of 
day and distance. 

Be that as it may, the 
telematics boom is just 
beginning, and whatev¬ 
er concerns exist are 
unlikely to slow, 
much less stop, 
the latest fore¬ 
front of automo¬ 
tive technology.
